“There has been no discrimina- 
tion,” the new German dictator said 
through his spokesman, “between 
Jews and Christians. 

“As a matter of fact, our Storm 
Troops have in many cases, at the 
risk of their own lives, protected 
life and property of political oppo- 
nents, among whom may have been 
some Jews.” 

In response to a specific ques- 
tion regarding alleged persecution 
of Jews, Hitler authorized the fol- 
lowing reply: 

“Investigations by the Swedish 
and Dutch Embassies has disclosed 
that not a single Jew has been 
either killed or injured. Any tour- 
ist can learn for himself that there 
never was as much peace and quiet 
during the entire 14 years of so- 
cialistic rule in Germany as dur- 
ing the past few weeks, with ex- 
ception of the first few days.”

Says He Knows More About 
Nation Than the People Do 


First Time, 


Playwright Full of Sarcasm on His Arrival in 
San Francisco—Americans Drink Because 
They Are Unhappy, He Declares.

SAN FRANCISCO; March 24.— 


George Bernard Shaw, the 77-year- 
old British playwright, arrived in 
the United States today for the 
first time with the pronouncement 
that. he “knew more of America 
than: its inhabitants.” ~ : 
He told interviewers and camera 


public officials “bécause the candi- 
dates had their picturés taken with 
a baby in their arms.” * 

He accused the American people 
of giving no thought to the quali- 
fications of their officials. 

During a discussion of the Tom 
Mooney case (Mooney was convict- 
ed of participation in the Prepared- 
ness day parade bombing at San 
Francisco in 1916) Shaw said Amer- 
icans “were romanticists in their 
treatment of the whole criminal 
system.” 

“You Americans can get roman- 
tic about 20 to 30 years in prison,” 
he said, “but to a man in prison 
six months is terrible. I hesitate 
to express an opinion regarding 
Mooney. Generally I would say to 
bury a man alive in a vault for 17 
years is extremely foolish. I am 
a foreigner and as such would : >t 
criticise your courts or police. But 
if Mooney is not fit to live, have 
the courage to shoot him. It would 
be a great relief to me if the Gov- 
ernor of your State would pardon 
Mooney. He has unfortunately 
been "made a political mark and I 
would like to go see him—but my 
interference would only harm him.” 

Why People Drink in U. §&. 

The United States, he said, was a 
drinking nation because it was an 
unhappy nation. 

“A sick man is given chloroform 
for an operation but in your crowd- 
ed cities, when a man gets sick 
from excessive hours of labor, he 
takes alcohol. 

“T am a teetotaler but I can’t ex- 
pect the United States to come up 
to my standards. I don’t like it, I 
don’t ‘need it.” 

“Are there any happy people?” 
the questioner asked. 

“Yes, there are, in the cemeteries, 
I suppose.” . 

“But have you found any happy 
living people?”

CUT PROCESSING TAX, 
DROP, ALLOTMENTS 


Wallace, to Be Heard To- 
morrow, Is Setting Plan 
for World Curtailment in 
Wheat in Motion. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—The 
Senate drive for drastic rewriting 
of the administration farm bill was 
launched today at a closed meeting 
of the Senate Agriculture Commit- 


. “tee, but Secretary Wallace said he 


had not yet given approval to any 
substitutes for the original sweep- 


ing measure. 

Senator Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, chairman of the commit- 
tee, presented a substitute bill, 
making material modifications 
which earlier he had predicted 
would prove acceptable to the ad- 
ministration. 

Wallace, however, said the pro- 
posed changes would be gone over 


later in the day at a session of the 
Cabinet with President Roosevelt. 
He will appear before the commit- 
tee tomorrow. 

The Smith plan, on which the 
committee took no immediate ac- 
tion, would reduce the amount of 
the processing tax to be levied to 
the bare amount needed to lease 
lands to take them out of produc- 
tion. The allotment and licensing 
features of the administration bill 
would be struck out entirely, but 
the cotton option plan would stay 
intact. 

While Wallace was reserving 
opinion on these changes, he under- 
took, in conferences with other of- 
ficials, to set in motion President 
Roosevelt’s plan for a world-wide 
agreement t il wheat produc- 
tion, to b it inline with con- 
sumption. 

To Hear Wallace Tomorrow. 

After hearing Wallace tomorrow, 
committee members hope to be able 
te get about full discussion of the 
program and the Smith substitute. 
Senator Kendrick (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, indicated the attitude of 
most, saying: “In my opinion, we 
will not know definitely what form 
the bill will take until after we have 
heard Secretary Wallace tomor- 
row.” 

Smith told newspaper men that, 
if the committee should decide to 
limit the commodities to which the 
bill would apply, “there would be 
no need for extended hearings.” 

Both the Administration bill and 
his substitute provide that the re- 
lief should apply to wheat, cotton, 
corn, hogs, cattle, sheep, rice, to- 
bacco, milk and dairy products. 

While the administration bill 
calls for a tax equaling the differ- 
ence between the current price for 
a commodit and a price based on 
the 1909-1914 average, Smith’s sub- 
stitute provides that the processing 
tax shall be fixed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture in an amount suffi- 
cient to provide revenue for leasing 
lands to take them out of produc- 
tion. This tax could be revised by 
the secretary from time to time, as 


necessary. 
“Broad Power Needed.” 

At an afternoon session, which 
was public, George N. Peek of Mo- 
line, Ill., told the committee he was 
sure “the broadest kind of power 
is necessary to meet the needs.” 

A former member of the War 

Industries Board, and long active 
in behalf of the equalization fee 
plan, Peek said he was appearing 
at the request of Secretary Wal 
lace. .- 
“The bill must be broad enough 
to permit the Administrator to 
deal with particular commodities 
in particular markets,” Peek said. 
“I don’t think any other type of 
bill will bring relief.” 

He said the Smith substitute, by 
its provisions for leasing land to 
reduce production, and its elimina- 
tion of the domestic allotment 
power, “seems to reflect a repu- 
diated policy of the late adminis- 
tration.” 

Former Secretary Hyde and for- 
mer President Hoover suggested 
leasing up to 50,000,000 acres to cut 
production. 

“You regard the domestic allot- 
ment plan as a vital feature?” 
asked Senator Capper (Rep.). 
Kansas. “I regard broad powers 
for the Secretary as absolutely es- 
sential,” replied Peek. “The farmer 
was promised definite relief in the 
last campaign. No one prescription 
will fit every kind of commodity. 
To adopt a plan generally to re- 
duce production to the domestic 
market, I do not approve of.” 

Supports A on BiIL 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, a free silver advocate, an- 
nounced to committee colleagues 
his support of the administration 
bill, but added that he did not feel 
farm relief could he effective “as 
long as 44 countries are off the gold 
standard and we are on it.” He 
agreed with Peek that the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture should have 
broad powers to meet agricultural 
relief needs.

Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
observed that one of the primary 
causes of the farmers’ troubles was 
distribution costs and transporta- 
tion charges, which he described as 
elements “which no one seems to 
consider.” 

“As It Came from House.” 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, presented three small bags, 
each containing a penny’s worth of 
wheat, corn and oats and a huge 
roll of cotton, which he said rep- 
resented five cents worth at current 
prices. “Here are three quarts of 
wheat and two pounds of corn, and 
enough cotton for a large quilt, at 
these low prices,” said Thomas. 
“Farmers can’t live on that.” 

Peek contended that the farm 
bill should “be left generally as it 
came from the House.” 

Wallace Works on World Pian. 

Secretary Wallace conferred with 
Dr. Herbert Feis, economic adviser 
of the State Department, and dis- 
cussed approaches to the question 
of bringing production of the chief 
wheat-producing nations in line 
with consumption. 

In advocating his farm-relief pro- 
gram, the President said that it 
would give this country advantages 
in discussions of agricultural and 
surplus control at the World Eco- 
nomic Conference next summer. 
Others who took part in the con- 
ference included Dr. Mordecai 
Ezekiel, Wallace’s economic advis- 
or; tDr. Nils Olsen, chief of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
and Dr. Rexford Guy Tugwell, As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
Senator McNary of Oregon, the 
Republican leader, and ranking 
minority member of the commit- 
tee, entered the session determined 
to ask for hearings.

MISSOURI SENATE PASSES 
MORTGAGE MORATORIUM BILL 


It Provides for Injunctions Against 
Foreclosures; City Mem- 
bers Oppose It. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 25.— 
The rural bloc won another victory 
today when the Senate passed the 
Donnelly bill to enable Circuit 
Judges to grant real estate mort- 
gage moratoriums for a period of 
two years. 

In effect, mortgages coming un- 
der the proposed act would be 
placed in receivership in Circuit 
Court. Injunctions against fore- 
closures wolud be issued for one 
term of court, on proper showing 
by the mortgagee, but the injunc- 
tions would be continued from term 
to term for two years. 

Senators from the largest three 
cities, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, voted unanimously 
against the bill. The vote was 19 
to 12, one more than the required 
number for final passage. The 
emergency clause failed, receiving 
21 votes, two short of the required 
two-thirds majority.

Confidence in the President. 


Green expressed confidence in 
President Roosevelt's intention. “I 
am sure,” he said, “the President is 
affected by humane considerations.

Army’s Part in Project.

The army would col- 
lect the men in camps for about a 
month for rehabilitation, shelter, 
food and clothing, preparatory to 
sending them to the work camps. 

Connery pointed to the wording 
of the bill and asked if it did not 
amount to a “draft act” similar to 
wartime. “I don’t think so,” Mac- 
Arthur said. 

“How can you get away from it?” 
Connery asked, “The bill says the 
President may ‘select’ the men.” 

“It seems to me it fs entirely vol- 
untary,’ MacArthur replied. He 
said if the men did not comply with 
discipline, the} would be dropped 
vather than courtmartialed. 

“In all fairness,” Ramspek

“Farmers Working tor Less.” 

Lambertson (Rep.) Kansas, said

Georgia, said 
workers on flood control projects, 
with whom Green contended the 
civilian conservation corps would 
compete, were actually receiving 
less than the compensation pro- 
posed by the President.

Herbert Benjamin, a Communist 
leader, said the unemployed were 
“unqualifiedly opposed” to the bill.

Members of the committee pro- 
tested that his statement was un-< 
fair, because they said the banking 
legislation was for the benefit of 
depositors. 

Benjamin, who said he spoke for 
the National Committee of the Un- 
employed Councils of the United 
States, argued the bill- would “legal- 
ize a system of forced labor.” 

Director Douglas in telling the 
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committee that $40,000,000 of unob- 
ligated public building funds would 
be used to finance the reforesta- 
tion plan, said orders had been is- 
sued to preserve these funds for 
the purpose. “ 

He said, however, that this did 
not necessarily mean permanent 
abandonment of the building pro- 
jects which would have been paid 
for out of the fund. 

The Administration’s move was 
described by Douglas as “a tempor- 
ary stop order” to give the Gov- 
ernment a chance to plan a co-or- 
dinated program for relief of un- 
employment. 

Douglas estimated it would cost 
about $250,000,000 to finance the 
proposed civilian conservation corps 
for a year, but that the $40,000,000 
would finance it for the remainder 
of this fiscal year.

“Stretching the Imagination.” 

Meanwhile, Charles Lathrop 
Pack, president of the American 
Tree Association, sent a letter to 
Green and Connerly, expressing 
“astonishment” at the attitude they 
had taken, and asserting that the

Requiring ‘production of unpaid 
principal notes in case of foreclos- 
ure before the acceptance for re- 
cording of the trust deed or mort- 
gage,-as a safeguard against sale 
of notes rendered worthless by 
foreclosure.

‘OF CHICAGO HOTEL 


FAMILY ENDS LIFE 


Former President of Illinois 
Life Insurance Company 
Under Indictment With 
Father for Embezzlement

By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, March 24.—Raymond 
W. Stevens, hotel and insurance 
man, ended his life yesterday with 
a pistol shot. His 80-year-old father 
is gravely ill following a stroke of 


apoplexy. 

Both had been indicted with an- 
other son and brother, Ernest J. 
Stevens, on charges of embezzle- 
ment in the failure of the $150,000,- 
000 Illinois Life Insurance Co., of 
which they were former executives. 

Raymond, who was 59 years old, 
was found fatally shot in the sun- 
room of his home in suburban 
Highland Park. As told to police 
by a son, Raymond Jr., a shot was 
heard as he and his mother and 
his sister, Mrs. Webster Neeland 
Stafford, were leaving the house. 

Finds Father Unconscious. 

Rushing back he said they found 
his father unconscious in an easy 
chair. There was a bullet wound 
in his head behind the right ear. 
On the floor lay a revolver and 
on a nearby table was an encyclo- 
pedia open at a chapter on birds. 

Stevens died less than an hour 
later on the operating table of a 
hospital. He did not regain con- 
sciousness. 

A son told a Coroner’s jury to- 
day how Stevens talked of suicide 
and worried constantly for weeks 
before he killed himself, 

“Father was terribly distressed 
over financial affairs,” the son, 
Raymond W. Jr., testified. *He 
had a gun at hand constantly, 
keeping it in a bureau or under his 
pillow. 

“Sometimes he talked of suicide, 
but he had mentioned it occasion- 
ally for 10 years, and we never took 
him seriously.” 

During the inquest word came 
from the bedside of 80-year-old 
James W. Stevens, father of Ray- 
mond W., that the aged man was 
sinking. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of suicide after deliberating 
only a few minutes. 

The rise of the Stevens family 
began 40 years ago, at the time of 
the last world’s fair a few years 
after they had come to Chicago 
from Colchester, Il From small 
merchants the family came to con- 
trol the Illinois Life Insurance Co. 
and two of Chicago’s leading ho- 
tels, the Stevens and the La Salle. 

Biggest Hotel—and Trouble. 

James W. Stevens founded the 
insurance company and became 
chairman of the board. Raymond 
W. was the insurance firm presi- 
dent and Ernest J. was president 
of the hotels.

Protective committees were 
formed by representatives of the 
investment houses which had sold 
the securities. Jones, formerly of 
Lorenzo E. Anderson & Co., became 
chairman of the mortgage bond- 
holders’ committee, and Bliss, of 
the First National Co., headed the 
drainage bond committee. 

“Apparently,” Bliss wrote to bond- 
holders in January, 1931, “the Lam- 
bert company is abandoning the 
property.” Jones and Bliss told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they 
were unable, in their negotiations 
for a settlement, to arrange a con- 
ference with Gerard Lambert. 

The drainage bonds now held by 
St. Louis investors are those that 
remain otustanding of an issue of 
$309,000 sold in 1923 and 1924. The 
mortgage bonds are those outstand- 
ing cf an issue of $400,000, sold in 
1924. 

About $500,000 of the 1915 mort- 
gage bond issue had been retired in 
1924 and it was to take up the re- 
maining $300,000 and to reimburse 
Lambert for expenditures on the 
plantation that the 1924 issue was 
floated. When these bonds, se 
cured by the whole tract and its 
improvements, were sold to the 
public an appraisal made for the 
brokers gave the property a valua- 
tion of $1,300,000. 

The mortgage bond issue of 1924 
was marketed by Lorenzo E. Ander- 
son & Co. and Stix & Co., St. Louis 
brokerage firms. The drainage 
bonds were sold through Liberty 
Central Trust Co., since merged 
with First National Bank. 

When the $800,000 bond issue was 
sold to the public by thd Compton 
firm, the assessed value of the 
tract, for general tax purposes, was 
$107,710. Nine years later, in 1924, 
the assessment was reduced to $74,- 
060, of which $34,310 was for the 
8500 acres within the drainage dis- 
trict, about half of which is arable, 
the rest in timber. The drainage 
district land, in the circular 
distributed when the bonds were 
sold in 1923-24, was described 
as “noted for the fertility of its 
soil and worth $125 an acre.” Ita 
assessed valuation, which had been 
$7.20 an acre, was reduced about 
that time to $4 an acre. In addi- 
tion, the drainage district super- 
visors had assessed benefits averag- 
ing about $90 an acre. 

The land outside the drainage 

district was sold by the mortgage 
bondholders’ Protective Committee 
last December to a lumber operator 
who agreed to pay the committec 
$40,500 and in addition to pay back 
general taxes of $7500.

Denies Ousting Jews from Office. 
“Reports have reached here that 
the Government is ousting all Jews 


from public office. Are these re- 
ports true?” was the next ques 
tion. “No,” was the flat answer. 
“The best proof of the falsity of 
these reports is the fact that many 
important official positions in Ger- 
many today are held by Jews.” 

“Does the German Government 
regret that American consulates in 
Germany have undertaken investi- 
gations of atrocity reports?” “Not 
at all. On the contrary, the Na- 
tional Government welcomes such 
investigations as the best manner 
to obtain dissemination of the ac- 
tual truth of the situation in our 
country.” 

“Reports were received in the 
United States today that Jews liv- 
ing in the Palatinate had been for- 
bidden to withdraw their funds 
from the banks and that they are 
threatened with expulsion,’ the 
spokesman was informed. “Are 
these reports true?” “Where do 
they pick up these ridiculous re- 
ports?” was the reply. 

Calls Clashes Wholly Political. 

“Did the minor clashes which oc- 
curred’ during the critical days of 
the revolution have any political 
or religious causes?’ was the next 
question. “Political, of course,” 
came the reply. “When you fight 
someone, you don’t ask what 
church he attends.” 

“Does Chancellor Hitler intend 
to visit Premier Mussolini of 
Italy?” “I could not tell you,” he 
said. “We are very busy with our 
internal affairs at present, but it 
is not impossible.”

Two Jewish Societies in Germany 

Denounce Persecution Stories.

BERLIN, March 24.—The Central 
Union of Citizens of the Jewish 
Faith issued a statement today de- 
ploring reports of mistreatment o* 
Jews in Germany. 

“Certain foreign newspapers are 
spreading stories to the effect that 
mutilated bodies of Jews are regu- 
larly found at the entrance to the 
Jewish cemetery in Weissensee, a 
suburb of Berlin,” said the state- 
ment, “that Jewish girls are forc- 
ibly herded into public squares, 
that hundreds of German Jews 
have reached Geneva, nine-tenths 
of them including many children, 
terribly maltreated. All such re- 
ports are pure inventions. 

“This union emphatically de- 
clares that German Jewry cannot 
be held answerable for such irre- 
sponsible distortions, which deserve 
the utmost condemnation.” 

The statement pointed out that 
for several weeks the German 
nation had been in the throes of « 
tremendous political upheaval, that 
political reprisals and excesses oc- 
curred also against Jews, but that 
the efforts of the State and Na- 
tional governments to restore peac?2 
and order, and Chancellor Hitler’s 
order to cease individual actioz 
have been effective. 

The statement expressed. con- 
cern at “recent plainly discernable 
anti-Semitic purposes in various 
economic and public spheres,” to 
combat which, it said, is purely x 
domestic concern of Germany. 

The Patriotic Society of Nationa) 
German Jews took similar action 
protesting against reports of 
atrocities as “foreign attempts tc 
blackmail Germany which we, as 
Germans, oppose with the same de- 


termination as our non-Jewish com- 
patriots.”

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AIR MAIL PILOT 
TELLS OF FLIGHT 


OF VIVID METEOR 


Brilliant “Falling Star” Sighted 
in Four States of South- 
west U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 


The flash of a brilliant meteor 
a the Texas skies this morn- 
ing was described today by Bill 
‘Coyle, air mail pilot, as it appeared 
to him from what he termed “a 
ringside seat 9500 feet above the 
earth.” 

“It was the most. spectacular 
sight I ever have witnessed. The 
meteor appeared out of the north- 
east traveling west by southwest. 
It was 5:15 a. m., mountain time, 
and I was over Adrian, Tex., 45 
miles west of Amarillo. The meteor 
first gave the appearance of 
large flood light suddenly turned 
on in the sky. It increased in bril- 
liance with extreme rapidity. In 
ne second or so it grew too bright 
to look at. 

“At first I thought. it was com- 
ing straight for me. In a moment 
I caught sight of its tail and could 
tell that it was going north of me. 

“Its line of flight was probably 
40 or 50 miles distant. At any rate 
it was so close, I could see fiery 
fragments of the meteor whirling 
away from it and dropping back 
into the tail. 

“Before it struck or disintegrat- 
ed, the meteor had lost altitude and 
I was looking down on its long, 
horizontal flight. 

“It appeared to be about the size 
of our Wichita hangar and shaped 
like a ball. It left a deep red 
trail with a bluish tint which hung 
in the sky until obliterated by day- 
light. 

“Besides the pieces which ap- 
peared to explode into the tail, oth- 
ers exploded from the main mass 
and dropped to the ground. So it 
was impossible to tell whether the 
meteor gradually disintegrated or 
struck the ground. 

“I noticed that an extremely 
bright, fiery thread extended back- 
ward from the main mass before it 
spread out into the gaseous bril- 
liantly shaded tail which may have 
been between 50 and 100 miles 
long.” 

Reports from Texas, Oklahoma 
and New Mexico say that the 
ground was shaken over a wide 
area when the meteor hit. A sec- 
ond air mail pilot saw it west of 
Albuquerque, N. M.

UNDERTAKER OBTAINS 
BUDY BY REPLEVIN 


Owner of Mortuary to Which 
It Was First Taken Sued 
for $500 Damages.

A dispute between undertakers 
over the disposition of the body of 
Miaden Wesley resulted today in its 
transfer from one estadlishment to 
another by authority of a writ of 
replevin and the filing of a $500 
damage suit against the first un- 
dertaker. by Wesley’s widow. 

Mrs. Alex Chulick, who first had 
the body at her establishment at 
1716 South Jefferson avenue, said 
that the widow, Mrs. Bertha Wes- 
ley, at Miami, Fla., arranged with 
her orally Thursday night for the 
care of the body. Wesley, who was 
79 years old and resided (for 
several years at the Arlington Ho- 
tel, 715 Pine street, died Wednesday 
night of heart disease at Barnes 
Hospital. He was advertising man- 
ager of Es Videke, a Hungarian 
newspaper published here. 

Mrs. Chulick said she telephoned 
Albert H. Hoppe, an embalmer, of 
429 North Euclid avenue, informing 
him of the arrangement and re- 
questing him .to obtain the body. 
Hoppe said he signed Mrs. Wesley’s 
name to a formal order and went 


to the hospital and got the body, 
embalmed it and took it to Mrs. 
Chulick’s establishment. 

Mrs. Wesley denied she directed 


Mrs. Chulick to take charge of the 


body, explaining that after talking 


to Mrs. Chulick and looking at 
some caskets with her she decided 
to engage the services of the Mul- 
len establishment. She said she 
did not select a casket and related 
that Mrs. Chulick refused her of- 
fer of payment after she had driv- 
en the widow and a daughter back 
to the Coronado Hotel where they 
are staying. She expressed sur- 
prise that the body was permitted 
to be removed from the hospital 
before the arrival of munens em- 
ployes. 

After finding the béay had been 
removed from the hospital, the 
Mullen representatives called at 
Mrs. Chulick’s several times last 
night, informing her Mrs. Wesley 
had_told them to get the body. Mrs. 
Chulick refused to give it to them. 
she said, unless they paid her $201 
to defray the cost of a casket, em- 
balming and other expenses.

DELAYS WASHINGTON POST 
RECEIVERSHIP HEARING 


Court Agrees to Wait a Few Hours 
Till Attorneys Can See Ex- 
Publisher’s Wife. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The 
immediate appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Washington Post was 
prevented in the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court today just 
as Justice Joseph Cox took up a 
pen to sign an order for the re-| 
ceivership, The Judge postponed 
action only until afternoon when 
counsel for Edward B. McClean 
asked time for a conference with 
Mrs. Evalyn Walsh McLean, es- 
tranged wife of the Post’s former 
publisher, 

The receivership was asked for 
by the International Paper Co., 
whose attorney told the Court the 
Post owed it $250,000. 

Julius I. Peyser, representing Mc- 
Lean, said he doubted the paper 
company’s claim. 

“If you .dobt it,” replied the op- 
posing counsel, can say that no 
more print paper will be furnished 
the Post by us.”

Since Feb. 15.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Gold, 
excluded from circulation in the 
United States, continued to pour 
into the Federal Reserve banks 
during the last week. Their gold 
reserves rose by more than $500,- 
000,000 in two weeks. 

As President Roosevelt’s procia- 
mation against hoarding and the 
threat of prosecution for hoarding 
became more widely circulated, ¥ed- 
eral Reserve banks reported their 
gold reserve had mounted to §$3,- 
192,322,000, the highest point since 
Feb. 15, when the reserves were $3,- 
200,158,000. The amount was an 
increase of $181,545,000 in one week, 
followed on top of an increase of 
$327,000,000 the preceding week. 

While the gold piled up in the 
yaults of the banks and the Trea- 
sury, the Federal Reserve Board 
in its weekly statements reported 
that money in circulation had de- 
creased $661,000,000 to a total of 
$6,608,000,000, following a decrease 
of $269,000,000 the “week before. 

Federal Reserve notes in circula- 
tion in fhe St. Louis district, which 
includes parts of seven states, de- 
clined $11,336,000 in the week, re- 
flecting the return of money to the 
banks. The circulation this week 
was $162,534,000. 

Gold reserves of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis declined 
about $5,000,000 to $150,882,000, due 
chiefly to settlements with Federal 
Reserve Banks of other districts. 
The ratio of gold reserves to out- 
standing Federal Reserve notes, 
however, increased’ from 64.7 per 
cent to 66.1 per cent.

One of the purposes of the bill is 
to enable the Democrats to obtain 
possession of all jobs in the Public 
Service Commission, the grain and 
warehouse department and the oil 
department, many of whieh now 
are held by Republicans. Yet two 
Republican Senators voted for the 
bill today, Depelheuer of St. Louis 
and Terry of Festus. Senator Kelly 
of Pineville, Republican, voted for 
it yesterday, but was absent when 
the roll was called today. 

After the defeat of the bill yes- 
terday, an active campaign to 
change voets of Senators who op- 


of Senators who were absent on 
the roll call was begun. By this 
afternoon the proponents were as- 
sured of a sufficient number of 
votes, and Senator Clark of Ray 
Cunty, handling the bill in, the ab- 
sence of Senator Buford, who is 
sick, called it up and it was passed 
by a vote of 19 to 12.

| Jenkins and Vaiden Bordner, whose 
bodies were found in a clump of 
bushes near the prison camp short- 
ly after the escape of Bushnell in 
July, 1918. In his suicide note, 
Bushnell denied knowledge of their 
deaths. He previously had made 
verbal denial. 

Sentenced in 1911 for assault less 
than murder, Bushnell, alias Sev- 
ern, escaped in 1918, before his five 
to 10 year term expired. He set- 
tled on a homestead near here, Iat- 
er working in the mines. Last year 
he and his first’ wife, Theresa M. 
Severn, 70, were divorced, and he 
soon married Billie Watson of 
Butte. Mrs. Bushnell, she told po- 
lice, was ignorant of her  hus- 
band’s past until his arrest. She 


said he had always carried a vial

Neither Bernard F. Dickmann, 
Democratic nominee for Mayor, nor 
William Stone Madden, Democrat- 
ic nominee for Comptroller, re- 
sponded to a challenge of the Re- 
publican City Committee to appear 
at the Comptroller’s office yester- 
day concerning the committee’s 
charge they are personal tax 
dodgers. 

.The charge is based on the com- 
paratively small personal property 
returns of Dickmann~in recent 
years and the failure of Madden 
to pay his personal property taxes 
for 1923-25 and 1927-32. 

About 150 persons, most of them 
city employes, gathered in the 
Comptroller’s office yesterday af- 
ternoon, in the hope Dickmann and 
Madden would appear. Promptly 
at 2 p. m., Chairman Gruner and 
Treasurer Gillespie of the City 
Committee arrived, accompanied 
by: several other committee mem- 
bers. After waiting 10 minutes, 
Gruner called for the two Demo- 
cratic candidates. On their fail- 
ure to respond, he announced ques- 
tionnaires about their tax returns 
would be sent to them. 

Any one interested in the tax 
records of the two Democrats 
could see them in the Assessor’s 
and Collector's offices, Gruner 
added. A tall, heavy man, wearing 
a cap, interrupted to ask: “How 
about Mayor Miller’s taxes? What 
does he pay?” Gruner suggested 
that he look up the Mayor’s taxes. 
“I think I pay more than he does,” 
the man responded. “Throw him 
out'” some one in the gathering 
cried, “I'd like to see you try,” 
said the man. 

Circuit Attorney Miller, 2 Demo- 
crat, did not accept the Republican 
committee’s invitation to be pres- 
ent, but Prosecuting Attorney Rose- 
can, a Republican, did. Rosecan, in 
a written statement, said he had in- 
vestigated the personal tax records 
of Dickmann and Madden and 
found no basis for any action by 
his office. 

The questionnaire sent Dickmann 
covers six typed pages. It asks, 
among other things, whether he did 
not.own musical instruments, mort- 
gage notes, an automobile, a watch, 
a horse, jewelry, money and other 
items of personal property at the 
time of making various tax returns 
which listed only household goods. 
It also asks if Dickmann believes 
a man “who makes a false affi- 
davit whereby the city is cheated 
out of its just taxation should be 
the Mayor.” Inquiry is made if 
Dickmann did not deliberately omit 
various items from his return to 
cheat the city and State. 

The questionnaire sent Madden, 
covering three typed pages, asks 
whether he paid personal taxes for 
the years in question and makes 
other inquiries about his property. 
It asserts that Madden never made 
a tax return since becoming a resi- 
dent of St. Louis. When citizens 
fail to make returns, levies are 
made by the Assessor. 

Deputy Assessor Tierre said .o- 
day, after consulting records in re- 
sponse to a reporter’s inquiry, that 
Madden made a return on personal 
property in 1930 for taxes due in 
1931, but made no returns for taxes 
due in 1924-26, 1928-30 or 1932. In 


those years, Tierre said, assess- 


ments were made by the Assessor 
against Madden. 

Dickmann has said he had paid 
taxes in excess of $10,000 annually 


|} On real estate since 1929. In each 


of the four years, 1929-32, Dick- 
mann’s returns valued his person- 
al property at $100, but for last 
year he amended the return to 
$740 by adding $500 cash and an 
automobile. Madden has said he 
would pay his taxes “if I owe

law, which the Senate passed yes- 


terday afternoon, are considered 
very doubtful by House leaders. 
The Senate passed the bill by a 
vote of 18 to 13, after reconsidera- 
tion of an earlier vote yesterday 
morning, by which the bill failed by 
one vote to receive the required 
constitutional majority of 18 votes. 
Speaker Meredith, who favors re- 


peal of the eighteenth amendment, 
today said he did not believe the 
bill would be passed by the House, 
in view of the agreement made 
earlier in the session, between 
House wets and drys, that the drys 
would not oppose the 3.2 per cent 
beer bill, now in effect, if the wets 
would drop plans to pass a “hone 
dry” law repeal. 

Passage of the “bone dry” bill by 
the House now, after the drys had 
not opposed but had aided in pass- 
age of the beer bill, under the un- 
derstanding, would put the wets in 
a position of bad faith, Meredith 
said. 

In keeping with the agreement, 
which was made in a House Demo 
cratic majority caucus on the beer 
bill, as reported in the Post-Dis- 
patch at the time, two bills intro- 
duced in the House, for repeal of 
the “bone dry” law, were killed by 
the wets themselves. Both of these 
bills were indefinitely postponed, 
when they were called up for per- 
fection. 

“If, As and When” Ideas. 

Some of the wets have suggested 
a move by which the House might 
pass the Brogan bill, with an 
amendment deferring the effective 
date until such time as the amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution 
repealing the eighteenth amend- 
ment, was ratified by three-fourths 
of the states. Meredith pointed out 
that such an “if, as and when” 
provision as to when repeal to be- 
come effective would not be valid 

‘ under court decisions on the effec- 
tive dates of laws. The effective 
date of a jaw maybe _ deferred, 
howster” oa futuré date definite- 
ly fixed in the act. 

The agreement in the House cau- 
cus was not a written one, and 
_was not formally voted upon, but 
both wets and drys have stated the 
understanding was a definite one, 
by which the drys would “go along” 
with the wets on passage of the 
beer bill, if no effort was made 
to pass the repeal legislation. 

Later, when the beer bill came 
back to the House for concurrence 
ina Senate amendment adding an 
emergency clause, to make the beer 
bill effective as soon as signed by 
the Governor, this agreement again 
was referred to in the House Dem- 
ocratic caucus, and the drys joined 
in adoption of a caucus rule bind- 
ing the majority to vote for con- 
currence in the emergency clause. 

Change of One Vote. 

When the repeal bill was called 
up in the Senate yesterday mornin 
by Senator Brogan of St. Louis, its 
backers were confident it would be 
passed, but were surprised when it 
received only 17 votes, one less than 
necessary. Brogan changed his 
vote to be in a position to move 
a reconsideration of the adverse 
vote, later in the day. 

Brogan moved the reconsideration 
yesterday afternoon. The only 
change in the favorable vote on the 
bill, from the first roll call on 
which the bill was beaten, was by 
Senator Rollins of Columbia. Rol- 
lins voted “no” on the first test of 
the bil, but voted “aye” after the re- 
consideration. 

Roll Call in Senate. 

The Senators who voted for pass- 
age of the bill were Bates, Brogan, 
Depelheuer, Doran, Kinney and 
Nolte, all of St. Louis; Shotwell of 
St. Louis County; Casey of Kansas 
City, Clayton of Hannibal, Daggs of 
Kahoka, Kelley of Pineville, Ken- 
nedy of Marshall, McDowell of 
Charleston, Hixson of Ozark, Rol- 
lins of Columbia, Roberson of 
Rockport, Terry of Festus and Wis- 
dom of Bowling Green. Total 18.

ACCEPT SWIMMING POOL FUND 


Thinks That Declination Would Be 
. Qebuff to Children Who 
Have Contributed. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—The 
yWhite House probably will have a 
swimming pool soon, but the money 
will not come from the Treasury. 
A movement started by the Daily 
News of New York and joined by 
43 other papers is directed at rais- 
ing funds to construct a cement 
tank, 20 by 40 feet, where President 
Roosevelt can take much-needed ex- 
ercise, 


The newspapers began the cam- 
paign without Mr. Roosevelt's 
knowledge, but he is inclined to ac- 
cept the fund. One reason is that 
he does not want to take the money 
from the Treasury.

The bill permits the Federal Re- 

serve banks, in their discretion, to 
make loans tv non-member state 
banks after dn examination of the 
applying banks and the written in- 
dorsement of the proper state 
banking authorities. The notes 
representing such loans would be 
eligible security for Federal: Re- 
serve Bank notes, the kind of ¢ur- 
rency authorized by the emergency 
banking act. 
- The bill also authorizes the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
lend money to state banks on their 
capital notes or debentures if the 
state law attaches a double liability 
to preferred stock. !

In our judgment, the best way to help the farmer 
is to encourage the principle of co-operative bargain- 


crease the farmer’s costs. Two wrongs do not make @ 
right. It is not just to tax the urban population for 
the benefit of the rural population because the urban 
population enjoys a subsidy under the tariff not en- 
joyed ‘by the farmer. The fair course for the coun- 
try is to remove the injustices of the tariff against 
which the farmer complains, break up the monopo- 
lies which prey upon him, and educate him in the 
art of co-operation. a3 , 

The farm problem is too old and persistent to be 
solved overnight. It les in a field which should 
never be trespassed upon either by political exigencies 
or necessity for haste. The great powers which the 
bill now before Congress would give the Secretary of 
Agriculture are contrary to the spirit of American 
freedom. The farmer is himself the victim of his dis- 
position to raise too much. He has bought every la- 
bor-saving machine on the market and planted the 
fence corners. If the Government undertakes to lim- 
it his production, it will have to fill the country with 
inspectors and measurers, a veritable horde of snoop- 
ers such as we are just getting rid of-in the field of 
prohibition. Nor is there any assurance that such a 
fantastic scheme would do the farmer any good. The 
law of supply and demand, together with conditiong 
of nature, enters into the equation at too many points 
to be sure that any such air-tight economic compart- 
ment can be fashioned by law. i 

The New Deal cannot be made to mean anything 
by elaborating upon the injustices of the Old Deal. 
The country has been run for years chiefly to benefit 
the industrial population. The farmers have usually 
been mere onlookers upon the political scene at Wash- 
ington ever since the Civil War. All the tariff abuses, 
the farm machinery combines and the thousand and 
one devices by which one part of the people preys 
upon another are at the expense of the farmer. The 
people who speculate in farm products enrich them- 
selves while the farmer starves. The middlemen, who 
operate between the producer and the consumer, make 
off with the farmer’s profits. In the Scandinavian 
countries, where the co-operatives rule, there are no 
such middlemen. The American farmer will be in 
trouble as long as we have them here. 

The Roosevelt administration should realize this. It 
should know that no such panacea as‘it proposes can 
avail the farmer anything. It should be well aware 
that no tyrant can be successfully set over the Amer- 
ican people. It cannot apply to a nation so vast as 
our own the panaceas which have been successful in 
lesser countries, such as England, Italy and France. 
To curtail production is to hazard the chance that 
a crop may be short. We do not have too much 
acreage when crops are short. We do not have an 
unmarketable surplus when conditions of nature in 
other parts of the world favor export of American 
food products. The farmer is entitled to all the in- 
formation necessary to a proper exercise of discretion 
as to what he shall raise, and how much. That is the 
extent of the Government’s obligation to him, so long 
as it does not subsidize any other part of the popula- 
tion at his expense. 

It is estimated at Washington that the tax on proc- 
essors contemplated by the farm bill will cost the 
urban population a biliion dollars a year. This is 
a sales tax, a proposal that has been turned down 
by Congress in another form. It,is a sales tax upon 
all food products which are processed between the 
producer and the consumer. It applies to wheat, 
cotton, corn, hogs, cattle, sheep, rice, tobacco and 
milk. The producers of hay, barley, rye and buck- 
wheat, like the producers of poultry and eggs, receive 
no such benefit. It is a tax that falls upon the only 
element of the population worse off than the farmer 
himself, the 15,000,009 unemployed in the cities. 

The Senate, we feel sure, will refuse to be dra- 
gooned in support of such a dangerous and inequita- 
ble proposal. We have every sympathy with the dis- 
position of the President and his advisers to get the 
country going again. We have applauded remedial 
measures to get the banks open. We have reluctant- 
ly consented to extraordinary powers for the Presi- 
dent in the field of economy. We deplore the plight 
of the farmer, as we detest all those interests which 
despoil him; but we do not believe that one segment 
of the people should be taxed to support another, or 
that any part of the people should be subsidized. 
Congress would, in our judgment, be much better ad- 
vised to move against the subsidies, the trusts and 
the parasites which afflict the farmer.

The discussion of “profitless prosperity,” printed 
on this page today, is an extract from a book devot- 
ed to an ingenious plan along this line. The author, 
Frank D. Graham of Princeton University, hag writ- 
ten several books on economic subjects, and recently 
was professor of international economics at Geneva. 
His plan, briefly, is to have the unemployed go into 
business for themselves, by taking’ over and operat- 


jing idle factories, by use of “consumption certift- 


cates” instead of mofiey. The certificates would be 
issued on a basis of the factories’ output, and would 
be given for wages; also, so far as possible, for rent- 
al, raw materials and other expenses. Workers who 
now lack money to fill thelr needs would buy the 
products of their own and other factories with the 
certificates. This revived demand would lead to a 
business upturn, the writer thinks. 

It would be very difficult to put such a plan in 
operation or to make it work, in our opinion. The 
writer admits it would have to be nation-wide and

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GERMANY’S ANTI-SEMITIC TERROR. 
Hitler’s right hand carefully avoids knowing What 


}his left hand is doing, in the matter of Germany's 


Jewish population. The dictator’s master of propa- 
ganda, Capt. Goering, has issued assurance that Jews 
are not being mistreated. His Foreign Office re 
pudiates ds “most absurd rumors” the accounts of 
cruel treatment. Yet the outpouring of Jewish refu- 
gees from Germany, the stories they relate, and 
even press dispatches directly from Germany, con- 
tradict these bland assurances. It is possible that the 
reporta by refugees are somewhat exaggerated, but 
they command attention because the stringent Nazi 
censorship permits the sending of only scanty news 
from Germany. 

‘From Germany itself come such dispatches as these: 
All Jewish attendants in Berlin municipal hospitals 
were discharged. The home of Lion Feuchtwanger, 
the novelist, was looted, and that of Prof. Einstein 
was searched for arms. Prof. Hermann Zontek, in- 
ternationally renowned specialist, was arrested, and 
fied the country after his release. Others equally dis- 
tinguished are in hiding. Jewish department stores 
at Worms were closed, and those elsewhere boyeotted. 
Bruno Walter, called by the Frankfurter Zeitung “a 
man whom the outside world envied Germany for 
having,” was forbidden to conduct a symphony con- 
cert at, Frankfort. Jewish Judges and prosecutors in 
the Prussian courts were removed. 

The accounts by refugees tell of beatings, torture, 
murder, the looting of homes and stores. Their sto 
ries are so uniform in tenor that the world ts con- 
vinced that an era of medieval oppression has begun 
in Germany. Protest meetings are scheduled in all 
parts of this country, and our Government has called 
on its Consuls in Germany to make a full report. 
Formal protest by the Government has been request: 
ed by groups of various political and religious beliefs. 
Such action has numerous precedents, for messages 
have been addressed by our Government to several 
countries where the dictates of humanity were for- 
gotten when anti-Semitic forces gained control. Pres- 
ident Taft, in fact, abrogated the treaty with Russia 
in 1911 as a protest against anti-Jewish atrocities. 

Germany is losing the respect of the world by 
this reversion to barbarism under her fanatical lead- 
er and his brutalized followers. Her domestic loss 
is described by a New York Times correspondent, 
cabling from Paris, as “some of the best brains in 
her financial world and many of the best in com- 
merce, medicine, the law and arts.” 
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THE AMERICAN SHAW. 

Some men ride to renown on a formula, and this 
may be said of both the English Shaw, George Ber- 
nard, and the American Shaw, Charles Gray, philos- 
ophy professor at New York University. The English 
Shaw, applying his formula of inverted logic to any 
conceivable subject, is a world figure. The Ameri- 
can Shaw, finding.in any conceivable subject a sign 
of mental aberration, bursts into print every now 
and then. His latest effusion is on the jig-saw puzzle 
craze; it is a “neurotic condition, a symptom of a 
nervous disorder,” he says. Two years ago it -was 
his denunciation of whistling as an uncouth sound 
produced by morons that brought him to the front 
page. Then Prof. Shaw took up bridge, and found 
that it “weakened the function of natural emotion.” 
Similarly, he has discovered complexes in autos, 
phobias in jazz, psychoses in radio. Now we wait 
eagerly for the American Shaw to gaze upon his 
British brother, who has just arrived in this country, 
and give us the low-down on the psychological path- 
ology of G. B. 8.

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MR. SCHMOLL EXPLAINS. 
John Schmoll, Clerk of the Circuit Court, takes ex- 
ception to the following statement in an editorial: 
The members of the Legislature should read 
the story of what has happened in St. Louis this 
week. They should read how the jury lists, on 
their way from the office of the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court to the office of the Sheriff, were found 
by the police to have been diverted in transit so 
copies could be made of them in a law office. 

Mr. Schmoll fears this will leave the impression 
that the jury lists are part of the records of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk’s office, whereas they “are part of the 
Sheriff's. records and have nothing to do with the 
Circuit Clerk whatsoever. He never handles them. 
He does not even get to see them.” 

According to Mr. Schmoll, Henry West, his mes- 
senger, had no business taking the jury lists to the 
Municipal Courts Building. “This,” says Mr. Schmell, 
“was only an accommodation on his part.” He denies 
he had knowledge of this activity of his messenger 
and adds that, in his opinion, jury lists should be 
intrusted to no one except a deputy sheriff.

“Profitless Prosperity” : 


Immediate cause of unemployment is lack of profits, yet it is a quite unnecessary 
evil, economist says; one trouble is expectation of exorbitant return; gain need 
not be large for factories to operate, but only necessity is to prevent loss; if 
business man can be assured he will not lose by hiring workers, he will do so.

HILE the ultimate causes of general 

unemployment are complex and ob- 

scure, especially in their interactions, 
the proximate cause is clear as daylight. 
That cayse is simply and solely lack of 
profits. “In business, the useful goods pro- 
duced by an enterprise are not the ends of 
endeavor, but the means toward earning 
profits. And the business economy ruth- 
lessly enforces that subordination. .. . 
Economic activity in a money-making world, 
then, depends on the factors which .affect 
present or prospective profits.” (“Business 


Cycles,” by Wesley C. Mitchell, National Bu-' 


reau of Hconomic Research, Inc.) 

Goods will not be produced in our econo- 
my unless profits can be expected to emerge. 
Conversely, there will be no appreciable un- 
employment so long as enterprisers can take 
on workers at a profit, or even without a 
loss. This is all that we need to know in 
order to deal effectively with unemploy- 
ment. We have but to neutralize the influ- 
ence of the proximate causal factor. 

It is equally clear that the repercussions 
of unemployment on profits are strongly ad- 
verse. The close interaction between these 
two phenomena makes unemployment, once 
it has come into being, self-generating. In 
a very real sense, it is its own cause. Far 
from curing itself, as is frequently assumed 
to be the case, it is always necessary that 
forces should develop, or be brought to 
bear, which will not only counteract the 
strongly accelerative tendency of unemploy- 


gent, but will also promote the growth of 


antagonistic factors. 

It is true that we have always struggled 
through previous depressions, without any 
very positive action. In periods which bear 
an analogy to the present, however, the more 
or less satisfactory outcome had something

Unemployment has a business, not an 
economic, basis. It issues solely from dis- 
located exchange relationships and could not 
occur in a pioneer where every pro- 
ducer is laborer capitalist, landlord and en- 
terpriser at one and the same time, In such 
a society, the theoretical division of the

of no significance, since the product:is not, 
in fact, divided. But in a@ specialized econ- 
omy, where the enterpriser, in the key posi- 
tion, controls the opportunity for work, the 
division of the product is decisive as to 
whether or not there shall be any further 
employment, or output, at all. 

Unemployment is, therefore, not due to 
any general over-pro@uction, as is so often 
naively assumed by those without any real 
knowledge of economic matters, but purely 
to such maladjustments in the relationship 
between commodity prices on the one hand, 
and rents, interest, wages and other rather 
inflexible monetary costs of production on 
the other, as from time to time reduce 
profits to zero or turn them into losses. 

Welfare is dependent upon, production; but 
employment is dependent upon profits. In 
the ceaseless process of rather erratic secu- 
lar and cyclical change in our economic life, 
we are as yet unable to prevent the occa- 
sional, or periodic, development of situations 
in which business men, as a class, tend to 
lose money. We then have general unem- 
ployment. - One of the major difficulties is 
the general expectation of a return on in- 
vestment far in excess of any probable rate 
of expansion in real output.

There is no strong prospect that we shall, 
by any means now known, be able to avoid 
business vicissitudes. But there is no in- 
herent reason whatever for the association 
of unemployment with the difficulties of 
business or the.inevitable readjustment of 
impossible claims.

Rapid-Fire Legislation 

* 

T is plain that the administration is put 

ting forward its legislative program ats 
pace which precludes careful study and 
shuts off the beneficial effect of criticism 
and debate. Yet there are compelling rea 
sons for pushing on. There are the obvious 
advantages in putting a completed eme 
gency program behind us. There are als 
the obvious advantages of acting while Com 
gress and the country are in the mood to 
co-operate. Byt in such rapid legislation, 
it is essential to remember that it is emer 
gency legislation, and not to confuse it with 
the determination of permanent policies. 

What is happening, in essence, is that 
Congress is granting the President powers 
covering the whole field of domestic re 
adjustments. These laws, which are being 
drafted so rapidly and enacted so hastily, 
are not a new and enduring framework of 
American society. They are an authoriz- 
tion under which the President can deal 
decisively and simultaneously with a whol 
series of domestic problems. 

Within the scope of these laws, the Pres 
dent has enormous discretion, both as % 
policy and as to administration. Provided 
the rest of this emergency legislation cor 
tinues to be in substance a grant of pow 
rather than a legislative mandate, there ar 
the best of reasons for pressing on. Th¢ 
danger signal in this procedure would 
the appearance of enactments compelling 
rather than-permitting the administration te 
do certain things.

+ One danger signal of this sort is already 
visible. It is in Section 2 of the farm 
bill, where it is declared to be the policy 
of Congress to re-establish prices to farm 
ers at a level which will give them @ pur 
chasing power equal to that prevailing from 
August, 1909, to July, 1914.

SENATE GROUP FAVORS: 
REDUCED AUTO FEES 


Roads Committee to Recom-. 
mend License Cut to Basis 
Prior to February, 1925. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 244—~ 
A recommendation that automobile 
license fees be reduced, effective 
next year, to the basis which was 
in effect prior to February, 1926, 
is to be made to the Senate by its 
Roads and Highways Committee. 

“The people voted that increase 
themselves through the initiative 
and referendum,” said Senator Phil 
M. Donnelly, committee chairman. 
“Now they are asking for a reduc- 
tion and we are going to recom- 
mend that this Legislature . repeal 
what the people did themselves, It 
seems like the fairest way.” 

The old fees are substantially 
lower than those now in effect. In 
the case of Fords and Chevrolets 
of recent model, the proposed re- 
duction would be $5.50—from $16.50 
to $11. 

The committee decided to rec- 
ommend the reduction at a long 
executive session last night. The 
House has passed a bill to base 
the registration fees on weight in- 
stead of horsepower, but a similar 
bill was overwhelmingly defeated 
by the Senate. These bills would 
have reduced the fees an average 
of about 25 per cent.

American Museum .of Natural 
History Reports Discovery 
of Red Activator. .

NEW YORK, March 2#4—A dis 


-}covery which puts complexion un- 


der control of a gland in the head 
Was made public yesterday at the 


American Museum of Natura) His- 


tory. ‘ 

The giand is the pituitary, a small 
organ near the base of the brain. 
Its complexion control is a minute 
secretion of chemicals which acti- 
vate the setting of at least two 
skin pigments, red and black. 

The red activator is the museum 
discovery, made by Dr. G. K. No- 
ble and Miss L. B. Richards. It fol- 
lows closely on the heels of identi- 
fication of a black pigment control 
announced recently by Zondek and 
Krohn, German scientists. 

The red control is different from 
the chemical which activates black 
pigment. Both are hormones. The 


|} new one was found while Dr. Noble 


and Miss Roberts were experi- 
menting to learn why a red sala- 
mander turns red. The red coats 
appear when this species metamor- 
phoses from larvae into adults.

CATCH RAINBOW TYPE 


Expedition Back From Florida 
With 70 Reptiles; No 
Poisonous Bites. 


7. 


The Zoological Society snake- 


hunting expedition returned last 
night, after three weeks of poking 
into Florida palmetto clumps and 
peering down alligator holes, with 
70 snakes for the St. Louis Zoo, 
some of them rare and one a spe- 
cies, the “rainbow” snake, never 


before shown here. 

“Anybody bitten?” R. Marlin Per- 
kins, curator of reptiles, was asked 
by a reporter this morning, while 
he waited for the first shipment, 
forwarded by express, to reach the 
Zoo. 

“Not by poisonous snakes,” Per- 
kins replied. “Close shaves? Oh, 
well, you know the job of catching 
diamond-back rattlers is pretty pro- 
saic—just hold his head down with 
your hooked stick and pop him into 
the bag.” 

Hotel Porters and Snakes. 


George P. Vierheller, director of 
the Zoo and Perkins’ companion on 
the snake hunt, entered the Reptile 
House. In a moment it became ap- 
parent that most of the adventures 
on the trip concerned the porters 
of hotels along the route home. 

“Say, I found Theodosia,” Per- 
kins said. Vierheller grinned, and 
Perkins added, “She was on the bot- 
tom of the car.” 

He turned to the reporter and ex- 
plained, “Theodosia was a black- 
snake, a 
trying to get rid of. We never 
could find her when we were send- 
ing off a crate of snakes, and so we 
carried her along in a gunny-sock. 

“A hotel porter, catching that 
sack below the knot and feeling 
Theodosia begin to thresh around, 
would express enough surprise, ter- 
ror and agony to put him in the 
movies. Finally she disappeared, 
and we thought she had got away 
altogether until I found her in the 
machine this morning.” 

The snake-hunters had plenty of 
opportunity for non-poisonous bites, 
for nearly 20 snakes in the first 
shipment were water-snakes, a non- 
poisonous group but, as Perkns de- 
scribed them, “tough babies.” They 
included four brown water-snakes, 
one a five-footer, four green and 
about a dozen of the dark, brown- 


. flecked “Florida” water-snakes. 


New Variety for Zoo. 

The rainbow snake, a new variety 
for the zoo, is non-poisonous. The 
specimen found was five feet long, 
beautifully striped lengthwise in 
pale red and yellow on dark brown, 
and showing, in sunlight, the iridi- 
scence which gives it its name. 

Perkins described it as a “mud 
snake,” similar in diet and habits 
to the “red-bellied” snake or hoop 
snake, of which he and Vierheller 


. captured two specimens, one more 


than five feet long. Both rainbow 
snake and hoop snake—which does 
not hold its tail in its mouth and 
roll downhill—live down in the 
denser under-growth of the jungle, 
and feed on eels, frogs, salamanders 
and the like. 
Pair of Coral Snakes. 

The snake hunters were particu- 
larly pleased with a pair of 38-inch 
coral snakes, a very poisonous va- 
riety very difficult to find, since, 
Perkins explained, it burrows down 
in the jungle in daytime and goes 
out only at night. 

Their biggest catch was a seven- 
foot diamond-back rattler, king-pin 
of a dozen of thir poisonous variety 
which they found near Arcadia, 
Fla. For contrast they caught sev- 
eral pygmy rattlers, poisonous, but 
little more than six inches long. 

Lost Only One Snake. 

For the rattlers they accompa- 
nied Guy Johnson, catcher for a 
rattlesnake cannery at Arcadia, for 
a demonstration of his methods. 
Johnson's system was to set fire to 
palmetto clumps on the marsh prai- 
rie and wait until the snakes were 
driven out by the heat. 

“We had good luck, too,” said 
Perkins. “We l«st only one snake 
—a diamond-back that ducked into 
a ’gator hole.” 

Other snakes, small sea turtles 
and huge leather-back turtles are 
on the way. A collection of four 
varieties of crabs—stone crabs, 
“fiddlers,” spider crabs and horse- 
shoe crabs—are being acclimated to 
fresh water in Florida for exhibi- 
tion here. If they can be kept in 
fresh water, they will provide a dis- 
play of a sort not previously seen 
here. 

Bradenton Was Center. 

Headquarters for the expedition 
were at Bradenton, where the Car- 
dinals are in spring training, but 
the hunters didn't have time to see 
a ball game. 

“The hunt was a success,” said 
Vierheller, “and the accomplish- 
ment we're most pleased about is 
the contacts we established in Flor- 
ida. Since our last hunt down there 
four years ago, our representation 
of Southeastern snakes had dwin- 
died. But we’ve made many friends, 
who, in the next few years, will 
us several times as many snakes as 
we caught ourselves.”

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HOME WITH RARE SPECIMENS 
FROM GALAPAGOS ISLANDS 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., March 24. — 
The Valero ITI, Capt. G. Allan Han- 
cock’s exploration cruiser, arrived 
here yesterday from Ecuador and 
the Galapagos Islands with a re- 
markable collection of rare tropical 
bird, animal, fish and reptile speci- 
mens taken in those waters. 

Aboard the trim cruiser were 
crates containing five fur-bearing 
seals which so far have been un- 
classified, seven tropical penguins, 
four flightless cormorants, 60 tur- 
tles of the rare species from: which 
the islands were named, 35 iguanas, 
and 10 Hancocki lizards, a specie 
discovered by the Hancock party. 

Capt. Hancock ssiled from San 

Pedro Dec. 29 and cruised 9000 
miles, visiting all the islands of the 
Galapagos group. 
Most of the specimens will be 
placed in the San Diego Zoo for 
quarantine and some later will be 
shipped to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—In 
proceedings under the recapture 


jclause of the interstate commerce 


act, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today directed the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association of St. 
Louis, the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Torminal Railway Co., the 
East St. Louis Connecting Railway 
Co. and the St. Louis Transfer 
Railway Co. to pay to the commis 
sion $522,790.94. 

This is the amount computed as 
the recapturable amount of the ex- 


cess income of the corporations 
named, for the period from Sept. 1, 
1920, to Dec. 31, 1927. 

Payment is ordered to be made 
by May 10. Protests, however, may 
be filed by any or all the com- 
panies up to that date. 

te commission proceeded under 
section 15A of the interstate com- 
merce act, which provides that net 
railway operating income exceed- 
ing a 6 per cent return on the value 
of the property shall be treated as 
excess income, and that one-half of 
this excegs shall be maintained in a 
reserve fund by the carrier and the 
remaining one-half be recovered by 
the commission for the purpose of 
establishing a general railroad con- 
tingent fund. 

The commission found that the 
combined value of the companies 
for rate-making purposes ranged 
from $68,300,000 in the last four 
months of 1920 to $74,300,000 in 
1927. For 1921, the first full year 
of the period covered, the net op- 
erating-income was $3,998,372. For 
subsequent years this income was 
as follows: 


1922—$4,619,313 
1923—-$4,615,191. * 
1924—$3,576,737. 
1925—$4,099,133. 

The report of the commission 
points out that*during the forego- 
ing period the companies were op- 
erated as a single system. The in- 
come thereafter is given for the 
Terminal Railroad Association and 
is as follows: 

1926—$4,495,027. 
1927—-$4,009,822. 

There was excess railway operat- 
ing income in four years, as fol- 
lows: 

Last four months of 1920—$ 24,049. 
1922—$509,313. 


1926—$121,027. 
The total excess was $1,045,581, 
and the recapturable part, or one- 


the amount which the commission 
directs shall be paid to it. 

For the years 1921, 1924, 1925 and 
1927 there was no excess over the 
6 per cent return on the rate-mak- 
ing base. In the last year covered, 
1927, when the value was fixed at 
$74,300,000, the net railway operat- 
ing income was $4,009,822, or about 
$450,000 less than a 6 per cent re- 
turn. 

The commission’s findings as to 
| value and operating income differ 
| materially from the figures submit- 
| ted by the companies. On the basis 
| of calculation, no excess income 


| was received for any of the years’ 


/under review. 
| the com- 
mission fixed the rate-making value 
of the Terminal at $74,300,000 for 
the year 1927, the Terminal claimed 
a value of $102,531,459. The commis- 
sion’s figure of $4,458,000 as 6 per 
cent of the value compared with 
$6,151,887 claimed by the Terminal. 
In the same year the Terminal 
reported net operating railway in- 
come of $3,944,360 as compared with 
ae estimated by the commis- 
sion.

DICKMANN AND NEUN 
CONTINUING ATTACKS ON 
EACH OTHER’S RECORDS 


Democratic Mayoralty Nominee Refers to 
Rykoff Case—G. O. P. Candidate Says 
Boss Pendergast Backs Rival. 


Bitter criticism of each other was 
continued by the two major candi- 
dates for Mayor in campaign talks 
last night. Bernard F. Dickmann, 
Democratic nominee, addressed a 
large crowd at Tower Grove Turner 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Juni- 
ata street, and appeared at several 
other gatherings. President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen, Repub- 
lican nominee, spoke over radio sta- 
tion KSD. 

Dickmann inquired why Neun 
did not have the Board of Alder- 


men investigate tax conditions 
when all the “commotion” about 
benefit taxes and the level of gen- 
eral taxes arose. 

Complaints about the _ benefit 
taxes for street widenings, which 
became widespread, started about 
three years ago in connection with 
the Gravois avenue widening. Two 
years ago. aftér re-election as al- 
dermanic president, Neun kept a 
campaign pledge by appointing a 
special Aldermanic Committee to 
study the __ situation. 
amendments, to revise the condem- 
nation system, to be submitted to 
the voters at next month’s election, 
are the result. 

A Series of Questions. 

Dickmann referred to the _ ar- 
rangement the city administration 
made with Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. 
for financing street widenings. Sti- 
fel, Nicolaus & Co. formed a spe- 
cial. corporation to discount bene- 
fit judgments at 5 per cent in or- 
der to provide ready cash jto pay 
damages for property taken. Dick- 
mann called this discount an 
“amazing profit.” 
| The St. Louis Benefit Tax Asso- 
| ciation charged that bond funds 
were diverted to pay for legal and 
other services in connection with 
street widening work, Dickmann 
related. He asked why Neun did 
not demand “full investigation” of 
the charges “instead of 
the whitewash.” The Board of Al- 
dermen decided there had been no 
improper diversion. 

Dickmann asked why Neun did 
not investigate the Ryckoff electric 
street lighting contract § scandal, 
which was disclosed four years ago. 

Opportunities as Acting Mayor. 

» Recalling that Neun has spent a 
total of more than two years as 
acting Mayor, in the absences of 
Mayors Miller and Kiel, Dickmann 
asked why Neun did not carry out 
the ideas of his present platform 
while in the Mayor’s chair. 

The repudiation by Neun of the 
assessment of city employes for the 
Republican campaign fund was 
taken up by Dickmann, who as- 
serted that Neun waited “until the 
money was in the bag before his 
sense of honor was touched.” Dick- 
mann asked why Neun did not ex- 
ercise his duty to enforce the Char- 
ter clause prohibiting political col- 
lections from city employes. This 
clause always has been ignored. 

Knowledge of current collections 
from city employes has been gen- 
eral since last week and the cus- 
tom has been in vogue for 24 years 
of Republican administrations, 
Dickmann said. He added: “Our 
latest information is that all of the 
city employes, including the scrub 
women at the city institutions and 
laborers, have paid up, but the fire- 
men are still holding out.” The 
city Firemen’s Union voted, it was 
announced yesterday, to contribute 
to neither party. 

Attacks Neun on Prohibition. 

Telling of his own opposition to 
prohibition, Dickmann asserted that 
Neun, as chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee in 1922, had 
tried to line up voters for a Repub- 
lican candidate for United States 
Senator backed by the Anti-Saloon 
League. Neun is opposed to pro- 
hibition. Dickmann said Dr. E. B. 
Clements, Republican National 
Committeeman for Missouri, is ad- 
vising leaders of Neun’s campaign 
and that Seebert G. Jones, former 
Circuit Attorney, is active in the 
Neun campaign. 

Dickmann charged the Republi- 
can machine with circulating false 
- literature about his relations with 
organized labor. Opposition speak- 
ers have asserted that Dickmann 
was unfair to union labor. He re- 
plied that 47 prominent labor lead- 
ers were supporting his candidacy. 

Neun Attacks Machine. 

Neun, in his address, after renew- 
ing the charge that Dickmann has 
made only vague promises, without 
a definite plan of action, devoted 
himself largely to a new attack on 
the Democratic machine backing 
Dickmann. He asked what assur- 
ance Dickman has given “that the

HOMINY OR CORN MEAL 
FOR LOW-COST MEALS 


Government Bureau Advocates 
Uses of the Products 
With Greens. 


For a cheap dinner, there is 
much to be said for the old-fash- 


joned country combination of pork 
and hominy. With plenty of gravy 
—milk gravy, if possible—pork and 
hominy make a substantial meal. 
For good balance, however, sug- 
gests the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics of the U. 8S. Department of 
Agriculture, something else is need- 
ed in that meal. Add kale, or col- 
lards, or cabbage, or other greens, 
or tomatoes. ) 

There you have a very excellent 
balanced meal; and a very cheap 
one. Hominy, either as grits, samp, 
or pearl hominy, is never expen- 
sive. Lye hominy is considered by 
may people the very best of all. 
Pork is cheap, and greens, of one 
kind or another, or canned toma- 
toes, also cost very little. 

Cheapest of all the corn products, 
of course, is corn meal, the South- 
ern staff of life. In ash cake, hoe 
cake, corn dodger, johnny cake, 
crackling bread, corn cakes, corm 
pone, corn muffins, spoon bread— 
from the plain meal-and-water mix- 
ture to a combination of eggs, milk 
and meal that makes one of the 
richest of all the quick breads— 
corn meal-serves all types of homes, 
rich or poor. 

Like other grains, however, corn 
is most important as an energy- 
yielding food. And, also, like other 
grains, it loses some of its best food 
values in the ordinary milling 
process. “Old process” meal, wa- 
ter-ground meal, retains more of its 
protein, its minerals, and its vita- 
min B than does fine meal. Yellow- 
corn and yellow corn meal contain 
more vitamin A than white corn or 
white corn meal. 

It is important to remember, 
when food is scarce, that even 
whole-ground meal, or whole grain 
cereals of any kind, should be used 
with milk. In fact, the bureau 
tested and proposed, some two 
years ago, a mixture of corn meal 
and dried skim milk—‘“reinforced” 
corn meal—which was made avail- 
able in a few place at that time. 
Recently, in New York—at the sug- 
gestion of the State College of 
Home Economics—the Grange- 
Dairymen’s League-Farm Bureau 
co-operative has been distributing 
a similar mixture through its local 
branches. Such a product, says the 
Bureau of Home Economics, might 
well be distributed by relief agen- 
cies and by co-operative organiza- 
tions in other parts of the country. 

Low-Cost Meal Basis. 

Corn meal and milk is a good ba- 
sis on which to build a low-cost 
diet, because of the energy-yielding 
values of the meal, and the body- 
building and protective values of 
the milk. But other food materials 
are needed, too, such as are found 
in greens. That is the reason for 
the suggestion of greens in a pork- 
and-hominy dinner. Tomatoes would 
be equally good. The point is not 
to rely exclusively on grain foods, 
even with milk. Avoid a deficiency 
of the important minerals and vita- 


mins by using some vegetables or 
fruits. 

Corn and corn products of all 
kinds are usually among the cheap 
foods at any time of the year. 
Canned corn is very cheap now and 
eggs are cheap enough also to 
bring corn pudding into the bill of 
fare—a dish that is substantial 
enough, with its eggs and milk and 
corn, to use without meat or pota- 
toes if need be. A still more sub- 
stantial canned-corn dish is corn, 
tomatoes and cheese on toast. Nor 
should succotash with canned corn 
and beans be overlooked, or corn 
batter cakes and corn fritters. 

Hominy and Sausage. 

Six cups cooked hominy. 

One cup milk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One pound sausage meat. 

Heat the hominy with the milk 
and salt in a double boiler. Fry 
the sausage until crisp and brown. 
Remove the sausage meat and mix 
with the hominy. When well mixed 
spread the mixture in the frying 
pan used for the sausage. Cook 
over low heat until a crisp brown 
crust has formed, and serve on a 
hot platter. 

Creamed Panned Kale. 

Strip kale from midribs and dis- 
card them and the stringy portions. 
Wash kale thoroughly in several] 
waters, drain and cut it into small 
pieces. For each quart of kale al- 
low two tablespoons butter or other 
fat. Melt the fat in a skillet, add 
the kale, cover to keep in the steam 
and cook slowly for 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Sift a teaspoon of flour over 
the kale, mix well, pour in one-half 
cup of cream or milk and stir until 
thickened. Season with salt and 
pepper and serve at once, 

Spoon Bread, 

One cup corn meal. 

Two cups cold water. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One cup milk. 

Two or three eggs. 

Two tablespoons melted fat. 

Mix the meal, water and salt and 
boil for five minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Add the milk, well-beaten 
eggs and melted fat and mix well. 
Pour in a well-greased hot pan or 
baking dish and bake for 45 to 50 
minutes in a hot oven. Serve from 
the baking pan. 


Add the molasses and ginger, pour 
into a greased baking dish and bake 
in a very moderate oven for two 
hours. Serve hot.

“A child can grow up only once.

In expressing this creed, a state- 
ment from the Southern Division 
of the Illinois State Teachers’ As- 
sociation quotes tables setting forth 
that the average amount spent on 
each pupil in 12 Southern [Illinois 
coal towns per year is only $31.29, 
as against $65.23 spent on each pu- 
pil in all schools of the State out- 
side of the Chicago area.

“I did not back 
him today, and I never have backed 
him in my life.” 

Maintain Lodge in England. 

She and Clark, one of the richest 
men of the United States, for years 
have spent their winters in En- 
gland, hunting and riding to the 
hounds. They have a lodge at Mil- 
ton Mowbry where they. hold open 
house to the sports people of En- 
gland and the continent. 

David Williams, the jockey who 
rode Kellsboro Jack to victory, is 
an Irish boy who had been attached 
to Mrs. Clark’s stables for several 
years. He rode in the United States 
last fall and impressed observers 
as a first-rate horseman. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clark both main- 
tion breeding and racing strings, 
but they are entirely separate, and, 
according to friends, the rivalry is 
as keen between them as it is with 
other stables. 

Helped to Develop Bostwick. 

Although Clark generally is cred- 
ited with having had most to do 
with the training of George H. 
(Pete) Bostwick, America’s leading 


amateur rider who had hard luck 
with Dusty Foot in today’s classic, 
close friends give the major credit 
to Mrs. Clark. She took Bostwick 
as a youngster, they say, and so in-

GREAT Frenchman said 
A recetitly ghat the future of 

civilization will be a dia- 
logue between Gandhi and 
Ford. That is, between mysti- 
ticism . and mechanism. In 
the West “the world is on 
wheels going at high speed, 
but we get nowhere if we lose 
our souls on the way. The prob- 
lem before us is plain: How can 
we cultivate the life of the spirit 
in a machine age? How can we 
keep our souls alive in the 
midst of whirring wheels? 


Gandhi errs in turning away 
from the machine—he cannot 
stop the car and set the clock 
back. But we err too, if we 
lose the precious thing which 
Gandhi is trying to keep, and 
imagine that everything can be 
done by machinery. Hutnan 
souls cannot be standardized 
like Ford cars. Without a cre- 
ative spiritual life our machines 
will master wus, crush wus, en- 
slave us. 

In the home, in the school, in 
the church we are trying to do 
by organization what can only 
be done by inspiration. The 
highest things of life must be 
personally attended to; they 
cannot be done by proxy. The 
people of the Bible were not al- 
lowed to carry the Ark of the 
Covenant on a& wagon, which 
was the only kind of machine 
they had. 

No, they were required to 
carry that symbol of faith on 
their shoulders or in their 
hands. Moral values are not 
machine-made; they are cre 
ated, like poems. They must be 
wrought by mind and heart and 
hand. Too many men treat the 
church as if it ‘were a com- 
munity prayer-wheel. They are 
willing to pay to keep it going, 
but they take ho personal inter- 
est in it.

Guarding Against a Misfit. 
A long-suited no-trumper may 
well lack normal support for the 
suit in which partner takes out. 
Of course, we will always have a 
stopper in that suit, but the hold- 
ing may consist of only two car 
such as A x or K «x. ' 
The question now arises whether 
the hands shall be played for game 
or for partial score. If for game 
it will generally be in no trumps. 
Occasionally it will be in the suit 
bid by responder, at other times 
in the opening bidder’s conceded 
suit. When game in the suit is 
reached it will be because a fit has 
been. found in-that suit no matter 
which of the two hands becomes 
declarer. We are, therefore, then 
not dealing with misfits. 

When neither suit Gan be shown 
to fit, game must be bid in no 
trumps. Failing that, we must sign 
off at a partial score in a suit 
which, though a misfit for game 
purposes, should be able to take 
care of a partial-score contract 
with perhaps, some slight risk of a 
going down, but no real risk of a 
serious penalty. The misfit situa- 
tion I wish now to handle is when 
the opener has a concealed long 
suit, but the responder takes out 
with a weak hand and in a weak 
suit for which the opener’s support 
is the absolute minimum on which 
the original no-trumper can be bid. 
I mean K x or Q 10 x. Of these 
the K x is the weaker holding, as 
it leaves one more card for the 
enemy to hold, or hold up, against 
the declarer, whether in no trumps 
or in that suit. 

An Iron-Clad Rule. 
Though the opener does not 
ow immediately whether his 

ner’s take-out suit is a four- 
card’ suit or a long suit of five or 
more, no harm results because the 
next round of bidding will clear up 
this question within a safe bidding 

However, no such safety 

remain should the 
opener after first bidding no 
trumps, hear a@ suit take-out which 
he does not like and then make 
a four-card suit take-out himself. 
The bidding will now be too high 
if his partner has to deny that 
suit, and it may become impossible 
to sign off in a partial-score suit 
contract. Therefore , 

The opening no-trump bidder is 
forbidden to bid any suit of less 
than five cards on a later round 
until the bidding has. gone beyond 
three no trumps. 

This “until” proviso is included 
because it is permissible to bid 
four-card suits at four or more in 
the provéess of developing a siam- 
try. This should only happen when 
there is great combined 
so that no misfit is possible in the 
eventual contract unless the hand 
- unnecessarily misbid.

A pli- 
able patter made from a pad of 
cotton soaked in tonic is very satis- 
factory. Here’s how. Take a square 
of cotton about six inches by six 
inches. Fold it in half. Then fold 
the two top corners toward the 
center, just as you used to do as 
a child when making a paper sol- 
dier’s cap. Remember? Now twist 
the bottom to form a handle. 
in clear cold water and squeeze 
out. 

Remember adding skin tonic to 
the bowl with a piece of ‘ice? 
Saturate the patter in the iced skin 
tonic. Start patting at the base 
of the neck. Patting does not 
mean merely sponging the skin. 
Not much benefit in that. It con- 
sists of quick, staccato slaps. Up, 
up on the neck. Then up on the 
face. Pat at the corners of the 
mouth, quite briskly. Across the 
mouth. Then under the chin— 
hard. Now upward and outward 
on the left side of face using right 
hand. Now with left hand on 
right side. Don’t stop until your 
skin tingles. Hold the patter over 
the ice for a minute. Now start 
under one eye and gently press, 
lift, press lift from inner corner 
outward to temple. This is very 
refreshing. Hold the patter over 
closed lids for a minute, too. 

Patting is to the skin what 
exercise is to the body. Use the 
skin tonic regularly, daily and 
briskly, not indifferently. It will 
normalize the oil content whether 
your skin is dry or oily, it will 
help keep the skin clear and the 
pores closed. It will help to make 
your skin tingle, your eyes sparkle. 
Now isn’t that enough for one 
step in the facial to do? Save the 
patter, for we will use it again in 
the last step of the facial. *

The Nervous System and 


Disease 


T the Pasteur Institute in Paris 
A: Russian scientist by the name 

of Metalnikov is conducting a 
series of very ingenious. experi- 
ments using caterpillars. 


These experiments throw much 
light upon relation of the nervous 
system to immunity and-resistance 
to disease. 


Metalnikov ties a ligature around 
the middle of the caterpillar’s body 
tight enough to impede the passage 
of any substance from the front 
portion of its body to the back, or 
vice versa. 


The ligature, however, is not tight 
enough to cut the caterpillar in two, 
nor does it injure its nervous sys- 
tem. 


So tied, the insect lives for sev- 
eral weeks. When the front half of 
the caterpillar is infected with an 
appropriate germ, it dies within 24 
hours. The rear half survives for 
three or four weeks. 


Similarly, when the rear half of 
the insect is infected, it dies in 24 


hours, while the front half remains |’° 


alive for three or four weeks. 


Metalnikov found, however,. that 
by immunizing one-half of the cat- 
erpillar, the other half also becomes 
resistant to subsequent infection, 
this despite the fact that the two 
parts are so completely separated 
by the ligature. 


The development of immunity by 
the entire insect when only one-half 
is immunized, naturally raises the 
problem:as to the process of this 
development. 


The answer to this problem is 
most interesting, for it appears that 
the immunity in the unvaccinated 
half of the insect is engendered 
through the nervous system, which 
remains unaffected by the ligature. 


For, if in this experiment the 
chain of nerves that pass from one 
part of the insect to the other is de- 
stroyed, immunity will not develop, 
except in the part directly immu- 
nized.
